Mat it please Yodr Excellency: 

We have the honour to lay before Your Excellency this our 
Fortieth Report on the City of Dublin Hospitals which receive 
Parliamentary grants, and which were duly inspected by us 
without any previous notification, during the year ending 31st 
March, 1898, 

These are 

1. Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz, : — 

a. Hardwieke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital, 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

A Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary, 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 

of the Concordatum Fund. 

On the several ocasions of these inspections, we made inquiries 
as to the state of each Institution We visited the w ards and oilier 
parts of the buildings to observe the care and attention bestowed 
on the patients, and if due provision existed for their eomfort and 
welfare.

We are happy to report that during the period under considera- 
tion we have not beeu called on to institute any inquiry for 
culpable irregularity or want of discipline on the part of nurses or 
attendants, nor have any urgent or well-founded complaints been 
made to us by patients, or their friends, with any sustained 
justification. 

We have so frequently expressed our views in Parliamentary 
Reports on Hospital hygiene, ward management, nursing arrange- 
ments, invalid cooking, and on the necessary precautions to be 
taken against an outbreak of fire, & c., that it is needless to advert 
to these matters in detail. 

We wish, however, to repeat our remarks made on a former 
occasion, that in most of these Hospitals applicants are admitted 
without any recommendation, and merely from being considered 
on examination by the Medical attendants to he fit objects for 
treatment. This arrangement is attended with many advantages, 
as, on any sudden attack of sei ious illness, the patient is admitted 
without the loss of time which often occurs when the friends of 
a sick person, especially if stranger's in Dublin, have to apply to 
Hospital Governors for admission. 

During the past year the pressure on ward accommodation, 
owing to the prevalence of epidemic illness, has beeu a great 
strain on the resources of these Hospitals, and it demonstrates 
that Dublin still demands the closest and most anxious attention 
of the Sanitary Authorities. 

AVe regret that a more general effort is not made to reduce the 
abnormal high rate of sickness in the city. 

The various statistical, or other tables in appendices will he 
found similar in character to those that have hitherto appeared 
in regular annual sequence, hut at the same time indicative of the 
relative changes and results in the administration of the different 
Hospitals. Every expenditure is open to public inspection and 
criticism, and as the accounts are furnished to us on a uniform 
system it can be seen whether any one Hospital is extravagant 
as compared with others. 

On the 1st April, 1897, there remained 951 patients in these 
Hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 11 ,077 making the 
whole number under treatment 12,031, of whom 561 died, and 
10,499 left the wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged 
for other causes. 

Nine hundred and seven ty-cne patients remained under treat- 
ment in these Hospitals on the 31st March, 1S98. 

Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 416 per cent, on 
those treated to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in these 
Hospitals throughout the year was 916'98. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the patients in the Royal Hospital for Incurables) 
average 20 83 days.

Hospital per contract or otherwise. 

Table No. 7 gives the various dietaries in use in each Hospital. 

Table No. 8 gives the names of the Governors of each Hospital, 
and number of attendances during the year. 

Westmorland Look Hospital. 

No change of a general nature has taken place in this Hospita 
since our last inspection ; it continues to afford ample accommoda- 
tion for the class of patients for which it was designed. 

The wards wore clean and well ventilated. We were glad to 
observe that the baths in use wore porcelain, and of the most 
approved pattern, aud that the hoi water supply was said to be 
ample. 

The patients are kindly and judiciously provided for, and they 
receive careful and skilful medical treatment. 

We examined the food, and found it of good quality, and the 
cooking was satisfactory. Due order and discipline are main- 
tained by the Matron, who appears to be most zealous and atten- 
tive to her duties. 

We found all the Hospital supplies in sufficiently safe custody, 
and the returns and vouchers in connection with their expendi- 
ture accurately kept. 

There were 70 patients in this institution on the 1st April, 
3897; 427 were admitted, and 9 infants were horn in the house 
during the year; 442 were discharged ; 10 died; and 54 remained 
on the 31st March, 1898. 

The mortality was 2‘2 1 per cent on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 45'3 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 62'&6.

STEEvms’s Hospital. 

We think the Hospital is in excellent order. Much has been 
done, and in very good taste, to improve and brighten many of 
the wards. The condition of the patients was satisfactory, and 
everything that was seen bore testimony to their being liberally 
and skilfully treated. It is evident that Miss Kelly, Lady 
Superintendent of nurses, devotes herself with unceasing care to 
her duties. 

We are pleased to report that the Operating Theatre referred 
to in a previous Report has been reconstructed and equipped 
with the most modem appliances. 

The arrangements of the Post-mortem Room and the Mortuary 
Chapel merit the warmest approval. We have been informed that 
the Managing Committee have in contemplation to establish a 
Nurses’ Home in the Hospital grounds, for which estimates are 
now being obtained. This appears to bo a pressing need, as at 
present the nurses' sleeping and sitting rooms are over occupied 
wards, and ns there arc at present thirty-nine nurses on the 
Hospital Books, the space occupied by them would, when the 
new house was completed, be available for the accommodation of 
patients. 

It is also arranged to build n new Laundry, the present one 
being deficient in space, and having no proper means for the 
escape of vapour. We trust that this department may be 
as far removed from the Hospital as practicable, so that the fumes 
generated may not affect the patients. Available space should 
also be allotted for a drying-yard, as wo have frequently pointed 
out that linen dried in closed rooms is not so purified as in the 
open air and sunlight One article of linen, not well washed, 
and containing foul matter, would taint all the otlie r articles iu a 
closed drying-room. 

It is proposed to convert tlio present Laundry buildings into 
an outdoor Dispensary Department, which will obviate the 
necessity of continuing to use the main Hospital Building for 
this purpose. 

As the cost of maintenance in this Hospital appeared com- 
paratively high for the preceding year, particularly in the outlay 
for stimulants and drugs, w r e communicated with the Hospital 
authorities, and expressed a hope that they would endeavour as 
far as possible to effect greater economy, without interfering 
with medical treatment or lessening the comforts of the patients. 
On the 1st April, 1897, 104 patients remained in Hospital ; 
1,204 were admitted during the year; 1,155 were discharged; 
49 died; and 104 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 4 07 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 26'83 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 96T5. 
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The Meath Hospital. 

The result of our inspection was to leave a pleasant impression 
of the enlightened and progressive spirit which characterises the 
management of this Hospital. 

We found the wards and other departments in an excellent 
condition. The provisions were of the best quality, and the 
kitchen and cooking arrangements were carefully supervised. 

Miss Lyons and her staff of nurses devote assiduous attention 
to the requirements of the patients. We were gratified to observe 
that a new and more spacious accident ward is now in process of 
construction, the one in use being far too small and at times 
overcrowded. 

By this addition the Managing Committee may be enabled to 
set apart a special ward for the treatment of delirious or noisy 
patients that might disturb others. Provision eau also be made 
for the isolation of patients affected by septic conditions, or 
offensive cases likely to contaminate a ward. 

We were pleased to find on inspecting the new Operating 
Theatre that it will he spacions, well lighted, and ventilated, and 
equipped with the most modern appliances for sterilizing towel- 
ling, linen, instruments, water, &e., used during operations. 

We have frequently pointed out the importance of having the 
atmosphere pure in an operating theatre, inasmuch as if wounds 
are once poisoned by foul air, the best constructed wards, and the 
most skilful treatment of a surgeon, may not he sufficient to save 
patients. 

Owing to the large and increasing amount of bed clothing 
requiring disinfection and washing, the present Laundry 
accommodation was found inadequate, so that the Managing 
Committee have determined to remodel and enlarge this depart- 
ment. 

There were 114 patients in this Hospital at the commencement 
of the year; 1,185 were admitted; 1,125 discharged; 63 died; 
and 111 remained on the 31st March, 1898. 

The mortality was 53 per cent, on the total number treated to 
a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 2666 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 94'91. 


House of iNDpsTitir Hospitals. 

This Institution comprises the Hardwicke, Whitworth, and 
Richmond Hospitals ; it is under the management of a Board of 
Governors appointed by the Lord Lieutenant in a manner similar 
to the Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

On the day of inspection, the wards presented a cheerful ap- 
pearance, were well ventilated, and the beds and bedding were 
properly looked after. 

Satisfactory replies were given to us by the patients whom we 
interrogated on the subject of their food, its cooking and service 
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The nurses are competent, kind and attentive to the patients. 
The Lady Superintendent of nurses continues to give valuable 
and assiduous attention to her duties. 

We were pleased to observe that an X-rays apparatus had 
been included amongst the surgical appliances of the Richmond 
Hospital, and that it has proved a great acquisition. 

The baths in use appeared worn and unsightly, and we suggest, 
as an improvement, that they should be replaced by the ‘'Porce- 
lain ware” pattern which is specially adapted to ensure clean- 


liness. 

We consider- it advisable to have the Mortuary and Post- 
mortem Room situated at a greater distance from the public road. 
The present structure is not sufficiently spacious for the large 
class of students who attend the autopsies. In a former re- 
port we pointed out the necessity of Post-mortem rooms being 
amply large, with the most approved means of renewing the at- 
mosphere, otherwise persons who attend autopsies would be 
liable to carry infection in their clothes, hands, and hair, 
emanating from the dead body, it being a fruitful and unsus- 
pected source of the spread of disease. 

We suggest also that a properly equipped Bacteriological 
Laboratory bo provided in connection with the tiard wielcc Hospital, 
inasmuch as the diagnosis of doubtful cases of diphtheria and 
typhoid fever can only be made by bacteriological methods. 

Provision should also be made for the preservation of morbid 
specimens so essential for educational purposes. 

Of the building of the new Richmond Hospital at present in 
progress we cannot report upon as fully as vve could wish until its 
completion, hat judging of the plans which we examined, the 
greatest care appears to have been bestowed on every detail so as 
to insure the most perfect arrangements. 

Probably the requirements as to porcelain baths, and also the 
Mortuary and Post-mortem rooms will be better met in con- 
nection with the new Building now in course of construction. 


Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

Forty-eight patients remained in Hospital on the 1st April, 
1897 ; 76+ were admitted during the year ; 666 were discharged ; 
91 died ; giving a mortality of per cent, on the total number 
of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 53'69 ; and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 28'1 4 days. 

Whitworth Medical Hostital. 

On the 1st April, 1897, 51 patientB remained in Hospital; 605 
were admitted; 567 were discharged; 42 died; giving a mor- 
tality of 6'89 per cent, on the total number of cases treated to 
a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 38'53, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient under 
treatment averaged 21 02 days. 
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Richmond Surgical Hospital, 

There were 63 patients in this Hospital when the year com- 
menced; 734 were admitted; 713 were discharged; 25 died; 
giving a mortality of 3’24 per cent, on 738 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
54-66, and time spent in Hospital by each patient, averaged 2500 
days. 


Cork Street Fever Hospital. 

We found this Hospital in all its arrangements and equipments 
iuadmirable order and efficiency . The patients are in every respect 
well provided for, and the results of our examination of the 
different samples of food was satisfactory. 

Since our last inspection many improvements have been 
carried out, including the re-painting of the Fever House wards 
and passages. With regard to this department, we suggest that 
a suitable lift be provided, which would economise labour and 
enable the dinners to he served hot to the patients in the wards. 
The kitchen lias been re-plastered, and a new range has been 
fitted up which will facilitate cooking for the increased daily 
number in Hospital. 

The Resident Medical Officer devotes ability and untiring 
energy to his duties, and under the careful supervision of the 
Managing Committee the institution is progressing and pros- 
pering in all directions. 

We have been informed that arrangements have beeu made 
to have bacteriological examinations in all doubtful zymotic 
diseases previous to discharging such patients, a matter of great 
importance to the general public. 

we ascertained that the Lady Superintendent of nurses 
discharges also the duty of Matron, aud has charge of the 
Hospital stores, which we found arranged with order and 
neatness, under lock and key. 

A house has recently been taken in Cork-street to insure better 
accommodation for the nurses on night duty. An arrangement 
has also been entered into with the City of Dublin Nursing 
Institution whereby their probationers get fever training here. 

We were pleased to learn that increased facilities have beea 
afforded by which friends and relatives can obtain information 
as to the state of the patients both by day and night. 

The Convalescent Home, Beneavin, situated in the vicinity of 
Glasnevin, has proved a great advantage to patients recovering 
from infectious illness, who are transferred there from the 
Hospital, thus lessening the strain on the ward accommodation 
and setting free a number of beds for acute cases. 

This house was formerly a private dwelling, it comprises a 
number of small rooms in which are placed in all twenty- 
six beds, nine being allotted to patients paying 15s. to £2 2s. 
per week. It is lighted by electricity ; it has but one bath, and 
no disinfecting apparatus. On the day of inspection there were 
twenty-five scarlatina convalescent patient 0 in the house.

At the commencement of the year 173 remained in the Hospital ; 
2,371 were admitted ; 2,136 were discharged ; 221 died ; and 187 
remained on the 31st March, 189S. 

The mortality was 9'37 per cent, on those treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 165-80, and 
the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 23 78 days. 


Rotunda Lying-in Hospitat. 

The condition of this Hospital continues to give evidence of its 
being conducted with care and efficiency, and under the present 
Master it has not failed in any respect to maintain its high 
reputation for promoting obstetric teaching. 

The Gynaecological Department which was lately rebuilt, largely 
through the generosity of the late Thomas Pluuket Cairnes, and 
many other friends, has been of the utmost advantage to the 
suffering poor. 

Though the number of beds remains the same as in the old 
building, the facilities for treatment and accommodation for the 
comfort and safety of the patients have been greatly increased. 

We found the wards scrupulously clean, well ventilated and 
cheerful. The beds and bedding were in proper order, and the 
supply of linen is said to ho ample, and each article ia marked 
with the Hospital stamp. The requirements of the patients 
appear to be in every way carefully considered, and adequately 
supplied. The various samples of food we examined were of 
good quality, and the cooking satisfactory. 

The drains are said to be in good order and are frequently 
flushed. We have been informed that during the past year the 
Hospital has been free from all exceptional or epidemic disorders. 

It is pointed out in our 29tli Report that the linen- room in the 
basement is not well suited for its purpose, as it does not afford 
proper facilities for airing, mending and issuing articles. We 
suggested that a more spacious, sunny and well- ventilated apart- 
ment should be allotted for these important purposes. 

On the 1st April, 1897, there were 29 patients in the labour 
wards ; 1869 were admitted during the year ; 326 were discharged 
not having been delivered ; 3 died ; and 40 remained in the 
Hospital at the end of the year. 

Thirty-two patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic 
department on the 1st April, 1897; 573 were admitted ; 563 dis- 
charged ; 9 died in the year ended 31st March, 1898, and 33 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour eases was 41'3l, and that of tlio chronic class 
was 30-84. 

. The time spent in Hospital by labour eases averaged 7'94 
days, and that by chronic class 18-61 days. 

The mortality in the labour wards, deducting non-parturient 
eases, was 019 per cent., and that of the chronic class T57 per 
Cent. 
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The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

This Institution was opened in 1826 in the south part of the 
suburbs of Dublin, in which the population is large and very 
poor. It was rebuilt and enlarged in 1877 through the muni- 
ficence of Sir A. Guinness, now Lord Ardilaun, and has since 
proved of the utmost benefit to the poor of the' district. It is 
o-overned by a Managing Committee annually elected by the 
donors and subscribers, and we have pleasure in stating that it 
is maintained in a state of efficiency which is creditable to all 
concerned. We found the wards and corridors clean, well 
ventilated, and the beds and bed clothes in good order. 

We ascertained that relatives are allowed to visit patients 
with a liberal frequency. 

Everything seen gave evidence that the wants of the patients 
are carefully attended to, and that they are kindly and skilfully 
treated. 

The nurses appeared to us to be earnest, intelligent, and pains- 
taking. As a school for giving instruction in Midwifery, and 
diseases peculiar to women, it continues to hold a high 
reputation. 

The Gynaecological department, which has been for many years 
a prominent feature in this Institution, merits favourable notice. 

Many improvements have been carried out in the Maternity 
House, including the hot water supply, and the fitting up of the 
treadle lavatory basing, which are in use in the wards, an ar- 
rangement of much importance in conducing to the comfort of 
the patients and in facilitating anti-septie precautions. We 
wish to observe here that no death has taken place in this de- 
partment since 9th February, 1890, except one caused by pneu- 
monia. 

Through the personal exertions of the Lady Superintendent, 
Miss Egan, the balance of money required to complete the 
ornamental tesselated pavement in the Hall has been obtained, 
and we were pleased to observe that the work of laying it is 
in progress, and when extended to the whole of the ground 
floor will add much to the ap] earance of the institution. 

The general impression produced by our inspection was iliat 
the Hospital is conducted with ability and conscientiousness, 
and that it well deserves the confidence of the public. 

In reply to our customary inquiries as to the sanitary 
surroundings of tire Hospital, we regret to be informed that theiu 
are two houses let in tenements in close proximity to the 
Dispensary, and that these houses have no yards, or proper 
sanitary arrangements. We hope that the Corporation 
authorities may be able to remedy this objectionable condition 
of things. 

On the 1st April, 1897, there were 9 patients in the labour 
wards; d 74 were admitted during the year-; 148 were discharged 
not having been delivered ; 1 died ; and 17 remained in the 
Hospital at the close of the year, 
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12 Fortieth Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

Eleven patients remained in the chrome wards or) the 1st April, 
1897; 197 were admitted; 198 were discharged; 1 died; 9 
remained at the end of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 12 02, and that by chronic cases 11-43- 

The time spent in Hospital by labour patients averaged 7'94 
days, and that by the chronic class 20-06 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the chronic wards was 
0 60 on those treated to a termination, and that of the labour 
class was 0-24 per cent. 


St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

During the past year this important and useful Institution has 
been efficiently worked as far as circumstances would admit, and 
it has maintained its high reputation for teaching. 

In former Reports we adverted to the structural defects 
of the building, and to the inadequate accommodation for 
patients. We were glad, however, to be informed that the 
projected scheme of the amalgamation of this Institution with 
the National Eye and Ear Infirmary has been arranged ; and 
that a new and enlarged Hospital is to be built worthy of the 
metropolis of Ireland. 

The Act of Parliament which was necessary to carry out this 
undertaking has been obtained, and Her Majesty the Queen has 
been graciously pleased to name the amalgamated Institution 
" The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital, Dublin.” There can 
be little doubt that the concentration of the ophthalmic and aural 
surgery in one Institution will bo for the advantage of medical 
teaching. It is desirable that this building should be pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible, as the present ward accommodation 
is so limited that the proper treatment of the patients is carried 
on with difficulty. 

On the 1st April, 1897, 45 patients were in the Hospital ; 493 
were admitted during the year ; 499 were discharged ; and 39 
then remained. 

The average daily number of bods occupied during the year 
was 45-95, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 2348 days. 

No death occurred iu the Hospital during the year. 


Royal Hospital tor Incurables. 

The'management and condition of this Hospital appear to us 
to be highly satisfactory, and reflect great credit on all concerned. 
The Governors spare no efforts to promote, as far as possible, 
the happiness of the patients. 

The wards and corridors are spacious, and their brightness 
aud cheerfulness have been secured by abundance of light and 
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tasteful colouring. Every apartment has been adequately and 
comfortably furnished, and the requirements of the infirm and 
helpless class of patients have been liberally provided for by a 
number of easy chairs and sofas. 

Two hundred and five patients remained in Hospital on the 
1st April, 1897 ; 72 cases were admitted ; 15 were discharged, 
resigned or went out on pension; 46 died during the year; and 
216 remained on the 31st March, 1898. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 27517 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 208'83.
